Four children, 
a girl of 12 and three boys of more 
tender age, tesiifle'd they saw the wom- 
en throw the stones which did the dam- 
age.

Rev. Fr. J-;dward J. Fitzgerald, pas- 


tor of the church, was in the court- 
room, anil when questioned, said he 
was away Wednesday and did not know 
about the affair. 
He said that he did 


not object to people visiting the shrine 
so long as they did not pick llowers or 
<lo other damage to the shrine and the 
grounds, as has been done sometimes. 


After the fines were paid Miss Ida 


Stanley, one of the defendants, asked 
permission to speak 
with 
Hev. Fr. 


Fitzgerald, and upon receiving permis- 
sion she met him in the open court 
between the bench and the- bar in- 
closure, and with tears streaming down 
her cheeks protested the innocence of 
herself, her sister and her mother of 
the shameful charge. 


She solemnly avowed to Fr. Fitz- 


gerald that they had not desecrated 
the shrine, and declared that they 
love and admire it for its beauty an-1 
for what it stands, and are ton well 
informed to have done such a thing. 


The trio left the court and went home 


to Providence. •

consideration of the treasury, ilucn. 
indeed, has already been accomplished. 
As you know, section 15 of the second 
Liberty bond act, as amended by the 
third Liberty bond act. authorizes the 
secretary of the treasury to purcnase 
Liberty "bonds for the bond purchase 
fund, subject to the terms and con- 
ditions therein stated, and the exer- 
cise of this authority has undoubtedly 
baa an Important effect in stabilizing 
the market. Tho exemptions from tax- 
ation conferred upon Liberty bonds 
from time to time, especially those pro- 
vided for in the supplement to the 
second Liberty honii 
act. 
approved 
Sept. 24 191S. and tho Victory Liberty 
loan act. approved March 3. 1919, have 
also tended to raiso the market prices 
of tho bonds. 
Now that the Victory 
Liberty loan has 
been 
success'.lilly 
floated I am confident that the market 
prices of the outstanding Liberty bonds 
will-continue to show a gradual im- 
provement. 
\ noticeable improvement, 
in fact, has already occurred within 
the past few weeks. 
I rto not believe that it would be 
either wise or practicable for the gov- 
ernment to establish a fund to redeem 
at par any of the outstanding Liberty 
bonds. 
This suggestion has already 
lieen considered by the. treasury 
in 
connection' with the Victory Liberty 
loan bill, when an amendment was pro- 
posed hy Senator Jones of Washing- 
ton, providing that owners of Liberty 
bonds not exceeding S&OP in par valuo 
should be paid in cash the par value 
thereof and accrued interest upon mak- 
ins a-satisfactory showing of original 
subscription and ownership and of pres- 
ent necessity. 
There have been ap- 
proximately "73.300,000 
in 
number of 
Liberty bonds of the various issues dis- 
tributed in denominations of $500 and 
under. The total par amount of sneh 
bonds is about ?6,7:0.000,000. 
It Is 
scarcely necessary lo do more than 
g-ive these figures in order to demon- 
strate the impossibility of administer- 
ng such legislation so as to determine 
mons the many who would, no doubt, 
be glad to sell their bonds to the gqv- 
rnmcnt at. par when the market price 
s less than par. which were original 
subscribers and which were crooks and 
sharpers who had induced Die original 
subscribers lo part with" their bonds 
for less than they were worth, and to 
determine in each case whether or not 
Jie holder was disposing of the bond 
LO meet his present needs. The admin- 
istration of such a plan would neces- 
sitate the creation of a great organi- 
zation for the purpose, and would in- 
volve such expense and delay to the 
government and the bondholders as to 
make the scheme impracticable. The 
treasury, moreover, would necessarily 
/iew with grave concern any measure 
ivhich would require it to redeem in 
cash at par upon demand many bil- 
lons.of dollars of long time interest- 
jearing bonds. 
I do not have in mind to suggest any 
further legislation at this time, except 
perhaps legislation which will enable 
the treasury to deal more effectively 
with f h c scalpers who are defrauding 
ignorant holders of Liberty bonds and 
seriously depressing the market prices 
of all the bonds by their operations. I 
have already taken up with the attor- 
new general the question of addition- 
al legislation along this line, and hope 
shortly to submit proposals to the con- 
ress.

forcement of the federal law. was dis- 
covered hy tr.o treasury's special in- 
vestigating committee which submit- 
ted a* final report today. 


The numhcr of drug addicts in the 


United States was estimated to be •'Itf 
excess of 1,000,000. 


The committee found that imports 


of opium into tho United States have 
increased twice as fast as the growth 
in population. Imports of cocoa leaves, 
from which cocaine is made, also have 
grown steadily. 


"It has been stated'that ahout 90 


per cent, of the amount of these drugs 
entered for consumption is used for 
other than medical purposes." the re-

"While this statement is 


probably extreme, a comparison of the 
per capita consumption in this country 
with that of other countries indicates 
that this country 'Consumes from 13 to 
72 times as much' opium per capita as 
other countries." 


Enough opium is consumed in the 


United States every year, the report 
stated, to give every man, woman and 
child 36 doses. A minimum estimate of 
the value of habit 'forming drugs used 
was given as §20,000.000, most of which 
is paid by the victims who suffer tor- 
tures without their favorite uarcoiic 
nnd are ready to go any length to ob- 
tain a supply. 


Statistics -obtained by the commit- 


tee naturally dealt only vrith the legiti- 
mate traffic in drugs. 


"In addition, there is the so-called 


'underground' traffic in these drugs." 
the report continued, "which is esti- 
mated to be equal in magnitude to 
that carried 
on 
through 
legitimate 


channels. 
This trade is in the hands 


of £ho so-called 'dope peddlers.' \vhf- 
appear to have a national organization 
for procuring and disposing of iheir 
supplies. 
For the 
most 
part it is; 


thought that they obtain their supplies! 
' by smuggling1 th.em from Canada or 
Mexico. 
Smuggling is also practiced 


to a considerable extent on the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts." 


Questionnaires submitted to doctors, 


druggists and public institutions, df- 
! veloped wide divergence of opinion as 


I to the causes of the increase in the use 


I of drugs. The causes suggested includ- 
| pti physicians' 
prescriptions, use of 


I drugs for chronic diseases, prohibition, 
association with other addicts, use ol 
patent medicines, and profltHutinn. 


"What effect, if 
any. 
nation-wide 


prohibition will have on the situation 
could not he definitely determined 1-y 
tho committee," the report said. "Tho 


, consensus of opinion npprnrn to be t h a t 
( t h e number of addicts will increase aa 
'soon tin tho prohibition laws nro en- 
forced. These opinions arc bnaed, for 


the most part, on the theory that drink- 
ers will seek a substitute for alcohol. 
This opinion, apparently, receives some 
support from investigations made in 
some of the southern states, where pro- 
hibition has been in effect for some 
years." 


Tlie committee of investigation was 


composed of Representative Henry T. 
Raincy. chairman; Prof. Reid Hunt, of 
Harvard university; B. C. Keith, for- 
mer deputy commissioner of internal 
revenue; and A. G. Dumez. of the pub- 
lic health service.

legislation by congress, the states and 
cities to provide for the care and treat- 
ment of drug addicts who have been 
cut "off from their supply of narcotics. 


The committee also suggested that 


the state department should endeavor 
to make effective the provisions of the 
Hague protocol relating to interna 
tlonal traffic in tho 
habit 
forming 


drugs. The United States government 
also is urged by the committee to take 
up with Canada nnd Mexico the task 
of suppressing: smugglers of narcotics 
which is now considered the principal 
source of illicit supply. 


Absolute prohibition of the manufac- 


ture and sale of heroin was recom- 
mended. 
Co-operation between public 


and private organizations was suggest- 
ed to evolve a satisfactory method of 
treating .drug addicts.

CLINTON, June 13.—Bessla Stanley, 


aged 65, wife of •rcmiam Stanley ot 
Providence, well known as King of 
Gypsies, and their uvo daughters. Ida 
and ilacy, who are. In their "teens." 
were before Judge Jonathan Smith in 
the ''district court ycsterdaj- charsed 
with desecrating and damaging a shrine 
on the grounds of the Church of Our 
Lady of the Rosary. 


They were- adjudged guilty and lined 


510 each which was promptly paid by 
William 
Stanley, 
the 
husband anil 


father, who displayed a largo roll of 
bank notes. 


Chief of Police John F. McGee. who 


presented the government's case, sa'.d 
that the defendants had thrown stones 


. and broken glass and sliKhtly damaged 


a statue of the Virgin. Four children, 


. a. girl of 12 and three boys of more 


tender age, testified they saw the wom- 
en throw the stones which did the dam- 


. age. 


All the women took tho stand and 


I protested their innocence. Th«y t'«»tl- 
1 fled the-y are too old, too well Informed 
and have too much admiration, and' love 
for th« shrine to have committed such 
an unpardonable offense. 
They said 


they were waiting for an electric car 
for Hudson Wednesday whoa school 
children annoyed 
them 
and 
threw 


stones at them and that the stones 
thrown by the school children did the 
damage. 


The three defendants said, that a 


woman living near the scene saw the 
danger they were subjected to by the 
stone-throwing children (and 
invited 


them, to take refuge upon her piazza, 
which they did until the children went 
uway. 


After William Stanley paid tha wom- 


en's fines, he asked permission to re: 
ward the four children witnesses by 
giving them SI each for 
testifying 


falsely against his family. 


rtev. Fr. Edward J. Fitzgerald, pas- 


tor of the church, was in the court- 
room, and when questioned, said he 
was away Wednesday and did not know- 
about the affair. 
He said that he did 


not object to people x-lsitlng the shrine 
so long as they did not pick flowers or 
do other damage to the shrine and the 
grounds, as has been done sometimes. 


After the flnes were paid Miss Ida 


Stanley, one of the defendants, asked 
permission to speak 
with 
Rev. Fr. 


Fitzgerald, and upon receiving: permis- 
sion she met him in the open court 
between the bench and the bar in- 
closure. and with tears streaming down 
her cheeks protested the innocence of 
herself, her sister and her mother of 
the shameful charge. 


She solemnly avowed to Fr. Fitz- 


gerald that they had not desecrated 
the shrine, and declared that they 
love and admire It for Its beauty and 
for what It starids, and are too well 
informed to have done such a thing. 


Tho trio left tho court and went home 


to Providence.

benefits are to ho obtained. 
The first 


necessity, he believed, was a thorough 
medical inspection that would point out 
any latent defects. 
.Exercise should 


not be taken too seriously, but should 
be,accompanied by laughter and free- 
dom Irom restraint. The costumes that

eat ttma prevent proper exercise. 
. (Coming down to a very practlca 
phase of good health. Dr. Maroney sai< 
that it was th6 best preventatiyo of 
Infectious disease. When" tha Influin- 
za epidemic was at'lts Uelg&t toe U-'S 
public health service conducted a 
ries of experiments with a large num- 
ber of naval men who were in perfect 
health and who volunteered for the 
work. ..They were put in a. hospita 
with Influenza patients and subjected 
to every kind of infection. Not one of 
zheia took tho disease. 


Reports from Germany show that 


the ^people there are in a better gen- 
eral stats of health now than i 
were before tha war because they have 
been compelled to work harder and eat 
less. The speaker maintained that very 
few people die from overwork, 
but 


most from underwork. 
Ho said that 


in Xew Jersey exercises in the schools 
were outlined so as to bring in the ele- 
ment of play, lie believed that some 
attention should be given to the mat- 
ter of posture, but he abhorred any 
program that would make mere mili- 
tary commanders out of those who were 
supposed to beneflt by exercise.

Doctor*' Services Free

The city of Naples employs about 


250 doctors to" serve its 1,000,000 inhab- 
itants. Any person, rich or poor, may 
call for their Services. If such a doc- 
tor accepts pay from a patient, he Is 
punished. There1 are free 
hospitals. 


There Is no element of charity in this 
medical service; it is provided by the 
city for all citizens alike. 


- The Bank of. Naples has no stock- 
holders, and pays no dividends. It he- 
longs to the people of the Province of
